FAIRVIEW, LINCOLN, Neb., July 14. 
~The Democratic National Committee 
in executive session here today adopted 
@ resolution as follows: 

“No contribution shall be accepted 
from corporations; no contribution over 
$10,000 shall be accepted. All gifts over 
$100 will be made public on Oct. Bb. 
Thereafter immediate publication will 
be given. Contributions under $100 will 
‘not be published; no money will be re- 
ceived after Nov. 1.” 

Mr. Bryan, on behalf of himself and 
Mr. Kern, read the following: 

“Gentlemen of the Committee: The 
platform recently adopted by the Na- 
ti-nal Convention of our party at Den- 
ver contains the following pledge: 


“*We pledge the Democratic party to | 


the enactment of a law prohibiting any 
corporation from contributing to a cam- 
paign fund and any individual from con- 
tributing an amount above a reasonable 
amount, and providing for the publica- 
tien before election of all contributions 
above a reasonable minimum,’ 

“Mr. Kern and I are in hearty sympa- 
. thy with this pledge and are gratified at 
‘{ts adoption. With its fulfillment a new 
ere in American politics will begin. 
Elections will then be regarded as pub- 
“tc affairs and the influences which con- 
"trol them, instead of being secret, will 
‘be known to the voters. 


Wants« Pledge Made Good. | 

“As an earnest token that our party 
“will make good its pledge, we ask you 
to construe this plank and put it into 
Ammediate operation. This can be done 
Add the adoption of a resolution an- 
‘nouncing that in pursuance of the pol- 
ley outlined in that pledge your com- 
mittee will not accept any contribution 
“from any corporation; that it will not 
accept any contribution from any indi- 
vidual above a reasonable amount, and 
that it will make publication before 
election of all contributions above a rea- 
ponable minimum, ' We suggest for your 
‘approva] a maximum of $10,000 and a 
‘minimum of $100, no contribution to be 
. received above $10,000 and all contribu- 
tions above $100 to be made public 
before the election. 

“We suggest also that on. or before 
the 16th day of October, publication 
‘shall be made of all contributions above 
$100 received up to that date; that after 
"the 15th of October publication shall be 
made of such contributions on the day 
the same are received, and that no 
@Gontribution above $100 shall be ac- 
‘cepted within three days of the elec- 
tion.”

Publisher Peitzmeier Silent as 
to Reason When He fs 
Questioned. 
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EXPERT EXPLAINS RATE

Councilmen Get Facts Which 
Show German Papers’ 
Price Excessive. 





John A. Peitzmeier, business manager 
of the Amerika, mystified the Council 
committee which is investigating Ger- 
man printing yesterday. He said that 
the Amerika never had wanted the city 
printing and only had bid for it to pre- 
vent competitogs saying that it lacked 
the circulation necessary to qualify for 
the contract under the city charter. Yet 
when Chairman Fitzsimmons cailed his 
attention to the facts that prior to the 
consolidation of the Anzeiger, Tage- 
blatt, Tribune and Westliche Post hy 
the German-American Press Associa- 
tion, the Amerika had bid 3 cents and 
immediately subsequent had bid 10 
cents, he had no satisfactory explana 
tion to offer. 

The German-American Press Associa- 
tion’s bid for its combined newspapers 
also jumped after the consolidation, 
but, curlously, ever remained below the 
bid of the Amerika. 

Paper Costs Less Now, 

However, Mr. Péitzmeier testified that- 
the price of paper is not so high new 
as when the Westliche Post did the city 
printing for 14% cents per line and said: 

“The rate charged the city by the 
German-American Press Association is 
not based on the cost of the printing, 
but upon the desires of the bidder. 

“If there was competition between’ 
German papers the rate would be much 
less. 

“T think 4 cents a line would be a fair 
rate for the city printing in German pa- 
pers. 

“Formerly the city employed a trans- 
lator to provide the German papéra with 
German copy, but now the papers trans- 
late it at thelr own expense. This work 
is possibly worth half a cent a line ad- 
ditional. 

“The larger cefreulations of the En- 
glish newspapers more than offsets the 
cost of translation and therefore the 
rate of the German paper and the En- 
glish paper doing the city printing 
should be about the same.”’ 

The Star and Chronicle does the city 
printing for 2.8 cents per line and has 
a circulation of 36,000 in the city, accord- 
ing to the testimony of Nathan Frank, 
president of the Star Publishing Co. The 
pending bid of the Abend Anzeiger is 7 
cents a line (more than twice as much 
as the Star and Chronicle receives) and 
John Schroers, representing the Abend 
Anzeiger, gives no circulation figures 
further than that his paper circulates 
more than the minimum 3000 daily re- 
quired by the charter. 

Advertising Rates Explained. 

Mr. Frank explained to the committee 
the elements that go into the making 
of advertising rates. He said that clir- 
culation is the prime factor. He did not 
believe that printing in German was 
of any benefit to the city. All persons 
who had any interest in municipal mat- 
ters read English, he said, and the use 
of the German papers by the city is a 
useless expense. 

“When the charter under which the 
city is now bdperating was pending,”’ he 
sald, “there was a large German popu- 
lation, and the German element was 
powerful politically. Nearly all the city 
offices were filled by Germans. It was 
necessary to obtain the support of the 
Germans to pass the charter, as the 
fight was bitter and the provision re- 
quiring legislative proceedings and pro- 
posals to be printed in German was in- 
corporated for the purpose of attracting 
this support."’

FRIBPDERICSHAFEN, July 14.—Tine 
airship Zeppelin started this afternoon in 
a flight that was intended to continue 
for 24 hours, but after being in the 
air for two hours was forced to aban- 
don the intended trip. She had sailed 
away over Constance and was long out 
of sight, when she Was seen to be re- 
turning. 

The airship was compelled to come 
back because of a breakage of the side 
steering gear. This was repaired tem- 
porarily in midair, but it was deemed 
advisable not to continue, so she was 
brought back to her moorings on the 
lake. She re-entered her shed success- 
fully and the passengers disembarked. 
Another start will be made tomorrow. 

Fully 40,000 people witnessed the 
flight from Constance. They cheered 
wildly, 
a salute. 

When the King and Queen of Wurtem- 
berg reached the vicinity of the floating 
shed on board the royal motor boat at 
2 o’ciock enthusiastic cheering for their 
majesties and the airship sounded over 
the lake. 

The airship emerged from her float- 
ing house stern forward. She slowly 
réached the open lake and was clear of 
her shack and with her keel even with 
the surface of the water. She hung in 
the air like a gigantic seagoing levia- 
than by some’ mysterious power out of 
the element which should be its home. 

Carries 15 Passengers. 


Supporting pontoons were _ rapidly 


\withdrawn. by a numerous detachment 


of the balloon corps and then, amidst 
roars of applause from the boats on the 
lake, the crew and passengers, 15 men 
all told,. stepped on board. 

When all was ready the structure, 
which gave such an idea of solidity and 
immensity that it seemed impossible for 
it ever to leave the spot where it hung 
over the water, slowly raised its bows.

All preparations for the flight were 
@mplete at 6 o'clock this morning and 
the official meteorologists anxiously 
watched the wind and weather, which 
became more and more favorable. 

There Was a light breeze blowing from 
the northwest, against which the air- 
ship would have to navigate on its jour- 
ney towards Mayence. 

“oe Pass Over Many Towns. 

The route which it was proposed to 
cover led over Constance, Schaffhau- 
sen, Bale, Mulhauser, Freiburg, Karls- 
ruhe, Strassburg, Mannheim and May- 
ence.

Miss Cox was on her way to work 
from her home at 4533 Labadle avenue. 
She wore a cool, white dress and car- 
ried a library book.. 

She had laughingly waved good-by 
five minutes before to her younger sts- 
ter at her homie, a ‘block and a halt 
distant. 

Walts Under Large Tree. 

It had been her habit ,to wait for an 
eastbound Cass car at the southeast 
corner, but the morning was extreme~ 
ly warm and there ‘was no car’ in 
sight, and she waited under the shade 
of a large tree on the northeast corner. 
This change cost her life. 

According to eyewitnesses, the work 
train traveled west on St. Louls ave- 
nue at high speed. 

Twenty feet east of the corner there 
is a depression in.the tracks and the 
north rail is worn and sunken. Motor- 
men on passenger cars always slow 
down when crossing this piece of track. 

The man who ran the work train 
either did not know of the dangerous 
condition of the track, or ignored it. 

A printer who witnessed the accident 
says the cars were going very fast. 

“Suddenly. the. front trucks leaped 
from the rails and. the car swerved 
to the north and shot toward the side- 
walk,” he said, “It all happened 
so quickly that I am not sure what 
the young woman’ aid. 

“She must have run from under the 
tree and tried to get out of the way. 
She was directly in front of the tele- 
graph pole when the car struck her. 
It hurled her against the pole. It mum 
have knocked her unconscious, but be- 
fore she had time to fall the car pin- 
ioned her against the pote. No one coull 
have recognized her when the. pols 
broke and fell and she was carried to 
the sidewalk with it. 

“Several angry persons .in the crowd 
threatened the motorman and he ran 
away,

FIGURES SHOW 
FALSE CLAIMS 
UF PLUNDERBUND 


Cost of Paper for German 
Printing Less, but City 
Rates Are Higher.

the Post-Dispatch, presented 
figures showing the price of ‘‘news’’ 
print’ (as the raper on which news- 
papers are printed is called) prepared 
by John Norris, chairman of the paper 
committee of the American Newspaper 
Publisher’s Association, These figures 
controvert the claim that the advanced 
price of paper justifies an advance in 
the price of German newspaper adver- 
tising space. The price of paper prior 
to the conso..uation of the German 
newspapers was shown to be $60 per 
ton, and subsequent to the consolidation, 
$50 per ton—down to 1907. Beginning 
Jan. & 1908, the pi ce advanced 25 per 
cent. 

This advanced price, figured on the 
circulation of the Abend Anzeiger, 
would not justify an advance of the ad- 
vértising rate per line. On a large cir- 
culation the advance would be a more 
appreciable factor. 

Rate Computation Is Explained, 

The rates of the Globe-Democrat, the 
Post-Dispatch and the Republic were 
figured on a basis of 1-10 of a cent per 
line per 1000 circulation, he said. This 
rate applies to quantities much smaller 
than ts used by the city. No German 
paper has a customer who takes more 
thaon one-fourth the space used by the 
city. The Post-Dispatch has four or five 
advertisers whose contracts run from 
875,000 to 500,000 lines annually. 

Mr. Steigers said that he did not be- 
lieve that the city profited at all from 
its advertising and when the charter is 
revised the provision requiring print- 
ing in German or English papers should 
be eliminated. 

Boyee Shows Futility of Policy. 


John P. Boyce, City Supply Commis- 
sioner, sustained this view in his testi- 
mony. He said that in five years he had 
not received over 100 bids from persons 
who saw his advertisements for pro- 
posals in newspapers and not more than 
three of these attached clippings from 
the German newspapers to their pro- 
posals. 

The bidders in nearly all cases were 
persons who came to his office and 
registered with him requesting that 
proof slips of requests for proposals be 
mailed them. 

Several other witnesses were exam- 
ined and the committee adjourned sub- 
ject to call.

OLD TRADITIONS 
ONLY LIFE

New Book Gives Pleasing De- 
tails of His Holiness’ 
Independent Ways. 








COMPANY AT DINNER 





When Told It Is Contrary to 
Custom, He Says It Is Time 
for Change. 





ROME, July 14.—Quite a sensation has 
been created in ecclesiastic circles here 
by the appearance of the first edition of 
& work just published in Milan, entitled 
“Pope Pius Tenth and His Court.” 
While free from blas or prejudice either 
for or against the present Pontiff, the 
work gives an extra@miinary close ac- 
count and graphic piotare of the inner 


life of the Pope. The writer conceals 
his name, but there ig no doubt that he 
is a person either on the Vatican staff 
or very close to His Holiness. 

Commenting “on the surprising sim- 
plicity and democratic spirit of Pope 
Pius, the writer says: 

“Traditions and precedents mean 
nothing to His Holiness. For instance, 
one of the oldest customs prevailing at 
the Vatican, one dating back to the time 
of Urban VIII, compelled the Pope to 
have all his meals alone. Leo XIII was 
a strict follower of this tradition. 


Pope Hag Company at Dinner. 


“Pius X, early in his reign, decided he 
would like to have Monsignor Bressan’s 
company at dinner. The whole Vatican 
suite were shocked. It was pointed out 
to His Holiness that he was violating a 
tradition dating back ‘several genera- 
tions. His reply was that if that was 
the case it. was time they established a 
new tradition.” 

The writer’s close touch with the 
Pope’s personal habits is shown by his 
account of the daily program of His 
Holiness, which reads thus: 

“His Holiness sleeps very little and 
never more than four hours consecu- 
tively. At 5 in the morning he is up 
and ready to receive his private secre- 
tary, Monsignor Bressan. Mass is cele- 
brated.a few moments later and after 
a light breakfast the Pope goes for a 
stroll in the great Vatican gardens.. 
The next thing is to dispose of the day's 
correspondence, then comes the meeting 
of cardinals and the trial of the Pope’s 
life—his private audiences. 


Audiences Tax His Nerves. 


‘Notwithstanding the-fact that His 
Holiness has established a world-wide 
reputation for kindliness, gentility and 
affability, these audiences are very try- 
ing on him and tax his nerves to the 
limit. Perhaps one after another repre- 
sentatives of a dozen noble Roman fam- 
ilies will call to pay their respects and 
the Pope must show an interest in each 
person present and his or her family 
and private affairs. 

“Then probably will come ae few 
French ladies who would very much 
like to express personally to the Pope 
their indignation at the work of the 
French Free Mason and the abomina- 
ble Clemenceau—‘Ce Diable Voiri Par 
L’Enfer’ (that devil thrown out of hell). 

‘After having delivered themselves of 
these amiable sentiments, the ladies 
then profit by the occasion to solicit 
the Pope’s blessings on themselves, their 
families and their friends, known or 
unknown. Then he must also bless the 
hundreds of medals, beads and images 
which they produce out of all sorts of 
pockets, 


Friendly to the Jews. 


“Then perhaps will follow 
succession a group. of American 
ladies, high officials of the Secre- 
tary of State’s office, prelates of dif- 
ferent countries and even Jews and in- 
fide!s. 

“No previous Pope has shown the 
same ‘consideration for Jews as the 
Pope. When Bishop of Mantua, he 
was once questioned by Pope Leo XIII 
as to the moral condition of his 
diocese and his reply was: ‘The only 
Christians in Mantua are the Jews.’ 

‘The Pope’s tastes in the direction of 
food are just as simple as ever they 
were. His favorite dishes are macaroni 
with beans, boiled meat and soup. Un- 
fortunately His Holiness has contracted

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WOMAN SHOOTS 
SON-IN-LAW WHO 
KILLED HUSBAND 


Dr. J. W. Simpson Walks 
Mile With Bullet Wound 
That May Kill. 








NEW YORK, July 14—Dr. J. W. 
Simpson, a dentist who was shot by his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Nellie Horner, yes- 
terday, is alive,. but Roosevelt Hospi- 
tal surggons think his wounds must 
prove fatal, The man displayed amaz- 
ing nerve that was little short of bra- 
vado and for a time created the im- 
pression that he was not seriously 
wounded, but was faking. At the hos- 
pital, however, his true condition was 
recognized. 

Dr. Simpson had gone to the Horner 
home against the wishes of Mrs. Hor- 
ner and her daughter, who is the den- 
tist's wife, and demanded admittance. 
When Simpson shot and killed his wife’s 
father two years ago in a family quar- 
rel, Mrs. Simpson turned against him 
and made her home with the mother. 

Frequently since then Simpson has 
called at the Horner home, but was 
not admitted. He wrote to his wife 
often and the tenor of all his letters 
was: “All our troubles are due to your 
mother. We could get along happily 
together if she did not interfere.’’ 

Mrs. Simpson answered none of her 
husband's letters. Mrs. Horner, be- 
lieving that the man meant to harm 
her, visited’ Lawyer Rowland Miles as 
recently as Sunday and said to the law- 
yer: “I am afraid of Dr. Simpson. I 
think he will kill me if he gets a 
chance, and Julia, too, pernaps. His 
visits to my house must end.’”’ 

, Mr. Miles laughed at her fears. Then 
they discussed the significance of the 
recent appearance at Vernon Valley of 
a man who said he was a private de- 
tective. This man offered to supply 
evidence to Mrs. Simpson that would 
gain a divorce for her. His profers were 
scornfully rejected. Bea? ie ik | 
Not Admitted to House, 

Dr. Simpson went to Northport again 
yesterday, arriving about 12:35 p. m. He 
walked from Northport to the Horner 
estate and, on the way, met.a friend 
whom he told he had heard of the al- 
leged private detéctive’s visit and had 
ceme to jJearn more about it. Mrs. 
Horner saw Dr. Simpson approach the 
house. The door was locked. Dr. 
Simpson knocked on it hard and long. 
When Mrs. Horner reached the door 
she had her new revolver in her hand. 

‘“Who’s there?’’ she says she asked. 

“It’s me,” said Dr. Simpson. “Is that 
you, Nell?” 

Nell was his pet name for Mrs. 
Horner, whose name is Nellie. 

“What do you want?’ she asked. 

“To see Julia,”’ he answered. 

“You can’t see her, and I want you 
to go away at once and not to come 
back,’’ returned Mrs. Horner, deter- 
minedly. So they parleyed, talking 
loudly through the glass, he insisting 
that he see his wife, Mrs. Horner re- 
peatedly warning him to stay away. 


Fired Through the Door. 

Then, Mrs. Horner vows, she saw him 
move his hand toward his hip pocket 
as if to draw a weapon, and, then, in 
self-defense, she fired twice through the 
giass panel. One bullet pierced his 
right lung and wounded his liver. He 
was standing within twenty feet of the 
spot where he killed his father-in-law. 

Any surgeon will tell you that ninety- 
nine men out of a hundred would have 
collapsed after such a wound, but Dr. 
Simpson walked more than a mile in 
the scorching sun along a dusty road to 
a sanitarium maintained by Dr. John 
P. Heyen, a friend of his. 

“My mother-in-law shot me,” said 
Simpson calmly. ‘I wish you'd examine 
the wound,” 

The briefest examination assured Dr. 
Heyen that the wound is extremely dan- 
gerous. 

u must get to a good hospital in 
New VYork,”” he told Simpson. “They 
must operate on you and they must 
get that bullet.’’ He put on a tempo- 
rary bandage, which checked the slight 
external hemorrhage. 

From the sanitarium Dr. Simpson 
walked alone to the Long Island Rail- 
road station at Northport, and after a 
few minutes got the 3 p. m. train. The 
journey told on him. When he reached 
Long Island City at 4:2 he tried to 
descend the car steps, but, after half 
a dozen efforts, gave it up. 

“I can’t do it,’’ he said to B. P. Cor- 
nell, a detective for the Long Island 
Railroad. “I hate to give up this way, 
but if some of you chaps will give me 
a hand I think I can manage to get to 
the boat.” 

Nevertheless he rejected an invalid’s 
reclining chair which a porter brought. 
As he walked toward the ferry boat 
the wounded man's tall form was belt. 
Only with the greatest effort could he 
drag his feet across the platform. On 
his right side a little above the broad 
leather belt that supported his trousers, 
his. shirt was ensanguined. As he 
Walked he sought the support of his 
slim cane, but it would bend and he 
Would lose his balance and stagger. 
His face was pale, drawn, beaded with 
perspiration; he breathed with painful 

ty. . 

He was met at the station by many 
Teporters whom he knew and on the 
ferryboat he talked about his wound and 
teld how it was received. He said that 
he was willing to permit his wife to 
get a divorce. Arriving on the New 
York side of the river he entered a taxi- 
cab and said, “To Roosevelt Hospital.” 

With astonishing calmnes& Dr. Simp- 
son, at Northport, had telephoned .o 
Roosevelt Hospiual, described his wound 
a8 best he couid and asked that the eur- 
geons prepare for an operation on him. 
Arrived at the hosgpitai, he refused to 
seat himself in a rolling chair, but ia- 
beriously walkéd up a Might of stairs

rington and his assistants. were await- 
ing Dr. Simpson and promptly put him 
on the operating table,

Democratic Candidate Gives 
His Conception of the 
Presidency. 


FUNCTIONS OF CABINET 
Executive Is Hedged About 


With Restrictions in En- 
forcing Laws. 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

NEW YORK,. July 14~—William J. 
Bryan, the Democratic nominee for 
President, has written an article en- 
titled ‘“‘My Conception of the Presi- 
dency,” for Collier’s Weekly of July 
18. Mr. Bryan says: | ; 

“The President’s power for good or 
for harm is often overestimated. Our 
Government is a Government of checks 
and balances; power is distributed 
among different departments and each 
official works in co-operation with oth- 
ers. In the making of laws, for in- 
stance, the President joins with the Sen- 
ate and House; he may recommend, but 
he is powerless to legislate, except as 
a majority of the Senate and House 
concur with him. 


Senate and House. 


“The Senate and the House are also 
independent of each other, each having 
a veto over the other; and the Presi- 
dent has a veto over both; except that 
the Senate and House can, by two- 
thirds vote, override the President’s 
veto. The influence of the President 
is, therefore, limited. He shares re- 
sponsibility with a large number of 
the people’s representatives. 

“Even in the enforcement of law he 
is hedged about by restrictions. He 
acts through an Attorney-General 
(whose appointment is approved by the 
Senate) ard offenders against the law 
must be prosecuted in the courts, so 
that here again the responsibility is 
divided. 

In the making of important appoint- 
ments, too, he must consult the Senate, 
and is of necessity compelled to exer- 
cise care and discretion. The most im- 
portant requisite in a president, as in 
other officials, is that his sympathy 
Shall be with the whole people, rather 
than with any fraction of the popula- 
tion. 

President as Judge. 

“He is constantly called upon to act 
in the capacity of @ judge—deciding be- 
tween the importunities of those who 
seek favors, and the rights and inter- 
ests of the public. Unless his sympa- 
thies are right, the few are sure to have 
an advantage -ver the many, for the 
massess‘have no one to present their 
claims. They act only at elections; and 
must trust to their representatives to 
protect.them fro. all their foes. 

“Second, the l‘'resident must have a 
knowledge of public questions and the 
ability to disceri. between the true and 
the faise; he must be able to analyze the 
conditions and to detect the sophistries 
that are always employed by those who 
seek advantages. 

“He must possess the moral courage 
to stand against the influences that are 
brought to bear in favor of special in- 
terests. In fact, the quality of moral 
courage is as essential in a public of- 
ficial as either right, sympathies or a 
trained mind. 


Platform Is Binding. 


“A president must have counsellors, 
and to make wise use of counsellors, 
he must be open to conviction. The 
President is committed by his platform 
to certain policies, and the platform is 
binding; he is also committed to cer- 
tain principles of government and these 
he is In duty bound to apply in all. mat- 
ters that come before him. 

“But there is a wide zone in which 
he must act upon his own judgment, 
and here he ought to have the aid of 
intelligent, conscientious and faithful 
advisers. 

“The law provides these to a certain 
extent In giving him a cabinet, and the 
Vice-President ought to be & member 
of the cabinet ex-officio, in order, first, 
that the President may have the bene- 
fit of his wisdom and knowledge of af- 
fairs, and, second, that the Vice-Presi- 
dent may be better prepared to take up 
the work of the President, in case of a 
vacancy in the presidential office. 

Not One-Man Government. 

“There ought to be cordial! relations 
aiso between the President and those 
who occupy positions of influence in 
the co-ordinate branches of the Govern- 
ment, for our Government fs nol a 
one-man government, but a government 
in which the chosen representatives of 
the people labor together to give ex- 
pression to the will of the voters. 

“But the presidency is the highcst 
position in the world, and its occupant 
i# an important factor in all national 
matters. If he is a devout believer in 
our theory of government, recognizes the 
fenstitutional distribution of powers, 
trusts thoroughly in the people and 


aspirations and hopes, he has an op- 
portunity to do a splendid work. He 
occupies a vantage ground from whicn 
he can exert a wholesome infience in 
favor of each forward movement. 

“The responsibilities of te office are 
so great that the occupant ought to 
be relieved of every personal ambitiun 





prove worthy of 


tion without thought or prospect of a 
second term. 

“While the burdens of such an office 
are heavy and while the labors of the 
office are exacting and exhausting, the 
field of service is large, ana measuring 
its greatness by service, the President 
consecrating himself to the Public weal 
can make himself secure in the affec- 
tions of his fellow citizens while he 
lives and creates for himself .a perma- 
nent place in the nation’s history.”’

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WHY OKLAHOMA BEAT NEW YORK. 
We are sorry to say that Oklahoma does not 
seem to be understood at the East.: There is also 
a disposition in that quarter to make light of Ok- 
lahoma. | 

Several newspapers in New York, New Jersey, 
Connecticut and Massachusetts coniplain that at 
the recent convention in Denver Oklahoma played 
a larger part than New York and New England 
combined, They object also to Oklahoma’s ora- 
tory and to Oklahoma’s noise. They even have 
the temerity to say that the action of the con- 
vention in admitting several more delegates than 
it was entitled to under the Federal census and 
the congressional apportionment established a 
dangerous precedent. 

There is one thing about Oklahoma that may 
shed considerable light upon the mystery which 
is troubling the Eastern brethren and that is that 
its Democracy, whether genuine or spurious, is 
honest and earnest, It stands for something. It 
has all the enthusiasm of youth. It is courage- 
ous. It has ideals. 

If New York, with its great population, power 
and prestige, had been as well represented at Den- 
ver as Oklahoma was it would have dominated 
the convention. It would have named the candi- 
dates. It would have written the platform. 

New York at Denver was nothing more than 
Murphy, and we hope it will be many a day be- 
fore a Murphy will exert a greater influence in a 
national convention than Oklahoma. 
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Those who are inclined to borrow trouble on 
the ground that the Dill for a Public Service 
Commission may be in some respects in conflict 
with the City Charter should reflect that in the 
municipality’s dealings with the franchise- 
holding corporations, no matter what course 
of procedure may be adopted, hostile legal ex- 
perts will be met in full panoply every foot of 
the way.

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QUEBEC’S THREE HUNDRED YEARS. 

The tercentenary of Quebec is of special interest 
to citizens of the United States, for it was on 
the Plains of Abraham that Gen. Wolfe did the 
preparatory work for the American Revolution. 

Until the French were expelled from the Ameri- 
can Continent the English colonies needed the 
mother country to protect them from that power. 
When this need disappeared with Wolfe’s victory, 
the colonists quickly realized their own strength 
and assumed a more independent tone in their 
dealings with the home Government. 

The revolution was not due to the insane wick- 
edness of George the Third and his ministers 
or to the heroic virtues of the Americans. George’s 
folly was the occasion only of a movement fore- 
seen for two or three decades by thoughtful Eng- 
lishmen, and the colonists displayed exactly the 
virtues always brought into action by men of Brit- 
ish blood when they are threatened with a prac- 
tical grievance. The revolution was due, not to 
such a conflict between the powers of evil and of 
good, but to economic and geographical circum- 
stances of the time. And when the political 
check at Quebec was removed separation became 
inevitable. ; 

The Quebec celebration, which begins July 19, 
will suggest endless reflections to such English- 
men, Fretichmen and Americans as are given to 
thinking about cause and effect in history. There 
have been many greater battles than that in which 
Wolfe and Montcalm won immortality, but few 
have been followed by consequences so import- 
ant to the whole world. 
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GLOOMY GUS ON HARD TIMES. 

Gloomy Gus Stuyvesant Fish is out with an- 
other jeremiad calculated to make grown men 
weep, provided they have no saving sense of the 
absurd. Says he, discussing hard times, “I know 
of several rich men who have not the ready cash 
to pay their ordinary bills. It ic harder for a man 
who has been living at the rate of $200,000 a year 
to get down to a $50,000 a year basis than for a 
man who has been living on $15 a week to get 
along on $10.” 

To make the case still more pathetic, or di- 
verting, as it may be, let us invert it and fancy 
the $200,000 man getting along on $10 a week, 
and the $15 man bravely struggling to make both 
ends meet on a paltry $50,000. 

Such instances do actually occur with some fre- 
quence in human experience. It is a glorious 
truth that some rich men have become‘poor and 
learned to thank God for it; while poor men sud- 
denly elevated to wealth, though they were not 
lacking in gratitude for their part, have some- 
times come nevertheless to realize that they left 
a better happiness behind them in their simple 
and humble estates. 

In our opinion Gloomy Gus is to be pitied for 
the narrowness of soul he manifests in complain- 
ing of the vicissitudes of fortune without provo- 
cation, and especially because he attaches too 
serious importance to mere artificiality of living 
and mere money. There is no use being peevish 
over the ups and downs of life, no matter what 
they are; and there is many a $10-a-week man 
who is more to be envied than the painfully ap- 
prehensive man of millions. 
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We often hear of the man who doesn’t know 
“where he is at,” but C. W. Edwards knew not 
even who he was. The case is similar to that 
of the Topeka man who lost himself in Chicago 
and did not find himself for several months. Is 
the condition produced artificially as by drink or 
drugs or by a blow on the head, or does it come 
from internal disturbanées in the brain itself? 


Since all the candidates favor publicity we may 
expect in the near future a statement of the ex- 
penses incurred by Taft, Bryan and Watson in 
thelr preliminary canvasses for the nominations. 
What did Mr, Taft’s campaign cost and who foots 
the hill?

I would like to say to ‘“‘Young Housewife” that she 
and her husband can surely live on 30 cents a day 
if she will get what she needs once a week or once 
in two weeks. Buy 50 cents or $1 worth of sugar and 
a bushel of potatoes and other things accordingly— 
fresh meat and eggs and milk, of course, would 
have to be bought every day. It will require some 
study at first, but in a little while you will be aston- 
ished. You may not believe me, but I got along fine 
for three years on $30 a month, paying $ a month for 
rent. We had three little children too, and we 
always had plenty to eat, but nothing to waste—and 
no clothes except what we absolutely had to have, 
but we kept out of debt and were really happy. We 
had plenty of home-made bread and potatoes cooked 
in different ways for each meal, and mostly had a 
cold ham (cured shoulder) on hand and generally 
had that fried once a day; mostly fried eggs for 
breakfast, with some kind of breakfast food. I have 
kept house for oven ten years and generally have to 
count each penny before it is spent, for we still have 
three children now. I send an order to one of the 
large groceries downtown Once a week, and can do 
much better. I wish you all the good luck possible, 
but don't quit eating, for it might not agree with 
you. I should like to hear from you in the near 
future, how you are getting along. I fully agree 
with Mrs. I. Martin, and also with Contented Mother.

Stone’s Private Car. 
To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch, 

IT was one of a party of Democrats, only a'few of 
whom were delegates, wno determined, if practicable, 
to secure a car for our own use and make the trip 
to Denver together. Col. Fred W. Fleming of Kan- 
sas City was perhaps the first to suggest this plan. 
All that Senator Stone had to do with the matter was 
that he was invited to be one of our party and accept- 
ed our Invitation. I know he had absolutely nothing 
to do with the arrangements. We provisioned the 
car ourselves and contracted with the Union Pacific 
Ratiroad to have it attached to one of their Denver 
trains. On the way out to Denver, Colo., Col. Flem- 
ing submitted the expense account, and each member 
of the party paid his proper proportion. I saw Sen- 
ator Stone pay Col. Fleming $71 as his part, which I 
will say was twice as much as it would have cost 
him to have gone tn the usual way to Denver and 
back in the ordinary Pullman. On arriving at Den- 
ver, Senator Stone left the car and took a room 
which had been reserved for him at the Savoy Hotel. 
The remainder of our party, With one or two exceP- 
tions occupied the car, which was switched to a sid- 
ing adjacent to the depot. Senatér Stone was at the 
car only once during our seven-days’ stay in Den- 
ver, and then only for a short time one evening. He 
occupied nis room at the Savoy and I have seen his 
hotel receipt for the $110 he paid for that room, ‘‘the 
room alone, not including his cafe bills.”’ The state- 
ment, therefore, that he was the guest of a railroad 
official, or the guest of anybody, is entirely without 
foundation in fact and wholly unwarranted. There 
was no railroad official, nor any person connected 
with a railroad who was one of our party on our car.

One Doctor Says There Is No

St. Louls physicians think well of the 
treatment of peritonitis with pure oxy- 
gen, which is being followed experimen- 
tally in a New York hospital. While 
they are left in doubt by the dispatches 
from New York as to the particular 
form of the disease that is being treated 
there, they conclude from their general 
knowledge of the effects of oxygen 
that the results would probably be bene- 
ficial in any form of the disease. 
Dr. G. Wiley Broome said: 

“Peritonitis is due to several causes. 
One form is due to appendicitis or the

is tuberculous. It is in this latter form, 
I think, that oxygen has been used. 
Its use has resulted partly from the 
good results for the relief of suppurative 
conditions of the lungs and partly from 
accidental discoveries.

Results Not Sure. 
Dr. L. M. Ottofy said: 
“The treatment of peritonitis with 
pure axygen is a good treatment, but 
not sure in its results as yet. The ef« 
fect is the same as from the use of any 
other antiseptic. Its introductien into 
the peritoneal cavity tends to produce 
healthy granulations. Cleanliness is 
what is wanted. Wherever there is in-: 
flammation cleanliness and purity are 
sought. If these are obtained nature 
does the rest. The oxygen does not af- 
fect the cure. It merely helps along. 
‘In almost any form of the disease good 
results are likely to follow the use of 
the oxygen. 
“Only a small proportion of the cases 
of peritonitis are fatal. In surgical 
peritonitis, where the disease develops 
following an injury, there is usually a 
fatal termination. Also, where there is 
rupture or a great extent of the peri- 
toneum is involved. 
Experiments Important, 
“The experiments will have ¢o be car- 
ried considerably further before it will 
be known with certainty what is the

“I would think that pure oxygen would 
be beneficial in tuberculous diseases of 
any sort. Merely opening the abdomen 
often effects a cure, or at least has a 


beneficial effect. I woyld want to know 
more about the method of treatment and 
the origin of the cases treated before 
expressing a more extended opinion.”
